W ashington, Dec. 8.—T he subject of 
cam paign contributions by insurance 
com panies occupie dthe m ajor portion 
of the tim e of the senate T hursday. It 
cam e up in connection w ith Mr. T ili- 
m an's rccolutlon calling for an in v esti­ 
gation of N ational banks’ aid in poli­ 
tics, and w as exploited by the South 
C arolina sen ato r In a speech of som e 
length. 
The address dealt w ith the 
president's 
recom m endations for 
the 
punishm ent of briberies 
In 
electionH 
w ith S enator iM att’s testim ony before 
the New York investigating com snlttee, 
and w ith o th er p ertinent m atters. 
It 
w as couched 
in 
characterl.stic la n ­ 
guage and a ttrac te d considerable a t ­ 
tention. 
The resolution directing the se cre ­ 
tary of the trea su ry to report w hether 
the reports of the national exam iners 
show th a t the banks have m ade c am ­ 
paign ( ontrlbutions in recent years w as 
adopted I t the close of Mr. Tillman'B 
rem arks. 
In sp<-aking of contributions of bf- 
insurance tornpatiie.s lo the H epublican 
party, .Mr Tillm an said: 
“I ani the holder of a sm all policy In 
in one of the Mu u.iIm. and I don't like 
to have my dividends cut dow a In order 
to give Mr. AD C u rd y $1.^0.000. and hi.^ 
sisters, his cou.'^Ih.h and h is a u n ts $ 7 5 ,- 
OOO each." 
He expressed doubt as to the right of 
the Federal 
uihoritles to take co n ­ 
trol of in- 
iiice com panies and \Ir. 
H ale Inti'rrupt. il to say th a t he agTeed 
w ith .Mr. Tillroan on th a t point. 
Mr. Bailey of Texa.s a.sked w hat in ­ 
surance com pany contrlbutlon.s to the 
cam paigns had been returnr-d to the 
donors. 
“I u n d erstan d ,” s.dd 
Mr. Tillm an, 
"th at the president w as going to have 
Mr. Fortelyou retu rn them , but I don’t 
know w hether he did to. I lu-ve not got 
my share." 
Mr. Ilnliey said he h.,d not suppo.scd 
th at the president would m ake a second 
recom m endation on the subject of p u n ­ 
ishing c.ampalgn contrjbutlon.s until the 
money' iiad been returned. 
"Ah. Mr. i’resident.” re.-iponded Mr. 
Tllim aii. "all the turvey

Q uoting the te.^timony of S enator 
P lait before the New York com inittee 
Mr. T illm an congratulated th at .senator 
upon hi.s .straightforw ardness. Mr. T ill­ 
m an quoted the ehargcs m ade by Judge 
P ark er In the la.st i am palgn, connect­ 
ing the R epublican cam paign co n trib u ­ 
tions w ith the f.act th at (,'halrm an (.’or- 
telyou had recently retired from the 
office of secretary of the departm ent 
of comm erce, 
He also ijuoted the p re s­ 
ident’s reply, w hich he said wa.s "red 
hot," and added th at not a dollar had 
been needed to elect the president N ot­ 
w ithstanding th is fact, he said th at It 
had been show n th at $1,900,000 had 
been contributed for th at purpose—th at 
l.s, lf the new spaper men m ay be b e ­ 
lieved—"and." 
he 
added, 
“they 
are 
about aa reliable as any other class. 
They will lie som etim es, aa we do. and 
occaaionully they get orders th at such 
and such a m an .shall he fly-blow n. 
Then they proceed to plant the m i- 
erohes, hut ur>on the whole they m ay be

He also m ade referein'e to the charge 
th at large expenditures hail been m ade 
by’ the D em ocrats in the (*level;ind 
can.paign. saying it would have been 
fo rtu n ate for the D em ocratic p arty if 
M r Cleveland had never been elected. 
He ended w ith an appeal for a th o r­ 
ough investigation, saying such action 
w as necessary to re.store the confidence 
of the 
public.

A large num ber of m easures w ere in ­ 
troduced. am ong them being the Joint 
statehiHid bill
